;i'their own strength. Wliat tlic world needs is an independent, 
'■"self reliant > outh, with a belief in its own power." 'It.is self help 
which produces this, and it has been produced 'by thë activities 
' of the I.S.S. ~' ; 

Not only does the idea of self help produce material ends 
but it developcs the social-ethical. Students who know what it 
is to have accomplished the material means for their university 
education also find that they have acquired an attitude toward 
their fellowmen which would seem foreign to them under con- 
ditions. Moreover they have developed an attribute which is of 
great value in the world, both for themselves and the world at 
large, namely, creative activity. 

- , Dr." Kotschnig Wmself is one of the - students who were 
helped by the European Student Relief, the forerunner of the 
LS.S., and as such has carried on into his work the spirit which 
animates the whole movement. He, an Austrian, was helped by 
English speaking students in the dark days after the war in 
Austria to complete liis university career. Such • a happening 
could be hardly understood by those who had previously been 
enemies of all that came fi*om English speaking nations. And 
frjom this humble beginning in Vienna in 1918 has grown the 
spmt which is now found in all continents. 

Another striking example of the spirit Avhlch permeates 
l.SS., is to be .-^een hi tlie case of Dr. Schmidt, private secretary 
and interpreter lo liie late Herr Strcsemann. At its annual 
conferences Dr. Schmidt is always the interpreter for the I.S.S. 
He is .a most eloquent interprète)" who, whether translating into 
English, French or Gei'man, not only interprets the whole 
speech directly after it has been giveii but puts his own jjerson- 
.:ility into it. It was he wlio acted as interpreter to Herr Strese- 
' .mann in al.! his intei'national conferences. This year Dr. 
Schmidt had to leave the I.S.S. Conference at Krems in Austria 
before it had ended, and fly back to the Hague on Fi-iday after- 
noon to be present at the Repaj-ations Conference Ijeginning on 
the Saturday.' 

Hov,' was it tfial so iinpo)"tant a yer.son as lie could find o)- 
make time to iiUcrui'iit. al a students' conference unreniuner- 
ntivelyV It is tiutl Dr. Scimiidl v.-as helped ius a .student in Her- 
lin to complete his university career and tiie .syii'it wiiicli came 
to him because of that experience has never left him.

Advertisers Try Publicity 
"It Is rare that an editor is a.skcd 
to v.-rito- an editorial favoring some 
Interest or a catise, thou;h that also 
happens at fnies. Cut. almost every 
hour of every day every new.»paper 
editor is beseigcd by press agents 
clamoring to put into news columns 
Somo article of alleged news, slanted 
to accomodate tho advantage of the 
press agent's ciiipioycr. 

"Lately advertising agencies have 
been installing publ'city departments, 
hiring former newspaper men to 
write so-called n.-ws about the affairs 
o( their clients.

On 
such tenets as these our journalism 
has been built as the model for the 
civilized universe. It Is scarcely con- 
ceivable that at this lato date it will 
bo sold out to tho carpet-baggers oC 
propaganda for a iness of bootlegged 
pottage disguised as news. Editors 
and publishers hold Iho strings. 
Siinplo honor and common decency, 
not to montiou selt-interest, call for 
a ringing challongo lo the naw propa- 
ganda cult by every group and every 
individual ropresentalivo of t!.-' .Vm- 
crican pr:ss.
